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Working  Data  for  Demand  Analysis 

The  attached  tables  contain  a number  of  time  series 
frequently  used  in  statistical  demand  analysis. 

Although  these  tables  have  been  prepared  by  the 
Income  and  Demand  Section  of  Farm  Income  Branch;  much 
of  the  data  originate  in  other  Government  agencies ; 
including  the  Department  of  Commerce;  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics;  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  Some  of 
these  data  have  not  been  previously  published  and 
some  of  the  current  data  are  preliminary.  The 
material  as  a whole  is  not  for  general  publication  and 
the  exact  status  of  each  series  can  be  ascertained 
from  the  appended  footnotes . 

These  tables  are  revised  once  a year;  usually  in 
October;  by  the  Income  and  Demand  Section  of  the  Farm 
Income  Branch;  Extension  4740.  Since  some  of  these 
data  are  regularly  compiled  by  other  agencies;  it  is 
suggested  that  current  revisions  of  basic  data; 
particularly  the  estimates  of  total  income  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  estimates 
of  prices  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  can  best  be 
obtained  directly  in  publications  from  those  agencies.
